“He’s (tlie Sheriff) con¬ 
sidered S’our allegations to 
be inappropriate,’ said Scha- 
biirum. “You’ve mad e a 
rather heax-y charge.” 

“I tliink It appropriate, 
however, that you prove it if 
the fact exl.sts,” said Sclia- 
barum. “It’s up to you to i>i)t 
up or .shut itp.” 

According to Schabariun, 
“Tiie logs that Pitchess did 
provide indicated that .sev¬ 
eral Sinrorv-lsors, inckiding 
himself (Schabarum >, had 
u.scd ;i departmental heli¬ 
copter for county business.” 

Ward, in his pursuit of 
sini.ster actions, had al¬ 
leged that Schabarum and 
a “Mr. Brackett” had bor- 
ro\wd an aircraft for a 
flight to Palm Springs.

No Petroleum Shortage Soys Congressman 

By Congressman 
Thomas M. Rees 


One item we do not have 
to ration because of scarcity 
is petroleum. — there is 
plenty of it around; in fact. 
There is moie than the 
world needs at pre.sent. The 
problem with, petroleum is 
not its availability but its 
price. In a little over a year 
Die international price has 
ri.sen over 400 per cent, from 
abor.:4 $2.50 a barrel to 
$11.30 a barrel. 

The Ford energy plan, 
which would force on us an 
additional 67 per cent in¬ 
crease in the price of oil, 
is an attempt to ration oil 
■by making it more expen¬ 
sive. If we can’t afford it, 
we will cut d’own on its use. 

The economy .seems to 
liave ab.sorhod tlic first in¬ 
flationary blockbuster price 
increa.se to $11..30 a barrel 
and, since tliat absoiiition, 
the rate of inflation is aba¬ 
ting. 

One reason for rationing, 
whether by increasing price 
or decreasing availability, is 
to i-odiuce our dopendoncy on 
ix'troleum impur t s from 
other eountric's. Our bill for 
imported thl ro.so from $b 
liillio.n to $24 billion in only 
one year. This affects our 
international bal a n c e of 
payments — and if we im¬ 
port more than wo e.xport, 
there is a drain on tlic dol¬ 
lar and the dollar is weak¬ 
ened. 

This last year our Ijalanco 
of trade deficit was $5.8 bil¬ 
lion. That is ;; iiigli deficit, 
bu't not a .sc'vero one when 
compared to our trillion and 
a half dollar economy. The 
fact that we can livx' with 
it is a tribute to our econo- 
iny’.s ability to adjust to sky¬ 
rocketing oil prices. Our de¬ 
ficit is not as high as $16 
billion — the difference be- 
tw'cen Die $8 billion we used 
to six-nd for oil and the $24 
billion we now spend — be- 
caiuse we were able to ex- 


,pa,nd our exports by some 
$10 billion to fill the gap. 

We should, of cour.se, con¬ 
serve energy and take prac¬ 
tical steps to !es.5en our de¬ 
pendence on imported petro¬ 
leum. We have. Last year 
the 400 per cent increase in 
oil price's did ju«t that by 
decreasing cl e m a n d for 
petroleum 3.9 per cent from 
1973. 

Last year’s gigantic price 
incrca.so shciulcl also stimu¬ 
late the productioin and de¬ 
velopment of nc'w domestic 
petroleum, and increase the 
use of coal .and the develop- 
;nent of oil shale. This now 
production should lesser, our 
depend'C'ince on imported oil, 
and rational energy conser¬ 
vation measures should ease 
demand. 

However, I believe the 
Ford plan, if implemontc'd at 
this time, would he cata.s- 
tiopic to this nation, as the 
nc'W add'itional 67 per cent 
increase in tlie co.st of pot-

spiral. The result for a na 
tion already in a serious re¬ 
cession is terrible to con 
template. 

And what purpc.ise would 
this additional increase 
serve? — To decrca.se, it is 
hoped, imports of pctroleu.m 
so a.s to whittle down a not- 
too-sorious .$5.8 billion tracl'^ 
deficit. Compare that rela¬ 
tively small amount to the 
impact of the Ford plan, 
which would cost the Ameri¬ 
can consumers at least $50 
billion a year. 

The major problem facing 
this country is recf'ssion, not 
inflation. Inflation is .sim 
meriiig down. Recc'ssion is 
pieldng up steam. We shouJ.d 
not thoroughly disrupt this, 
nation’s cc-onomy by the 
rather futile foreign pdicy 
gesture whicli appears to 
motivate the Ford rnerg.v 
plan.

Do you 
know that your federal mail 
already has restrictions on 
mailing of guns? Another 
bill — now get this one — 
would' regulate sale of am¬ 
munition.

Priming the economic pump isn’t, never has Ix-en, 
and never will be simple. It is an elusivt' undertaking, at 
best. Help here, hurt tliere. But if Congress and our legis¬ 
latures will seriously consider suggestixl solutions, and 
kix'p ever in mind the public — not just the partisan 
bc'nefit, wo will hx* on the rgiht road.

ments imposed by the government on businc'ss and in¬ 
dustry. 

Granting that many of these are “no doubt inspired 
by lofty ideas,” Packard cited legislation relating to auto¬ 
mobile perfromaneo, air and water quality, occupational Rookies' 
safety and business rerord keeping as areas in which many 
government regulations have added substantially to costs 
without improving productivity or efficiency. 

Instead, he said, they “are drviing costs and prices 
up (and) are driving the customers out of the market.” 

The answer? Packard believa's that the only way we 
caji control inflation “Is to improve productivity, lo pro¬ 
duce more and better pnxlucts and services for every dol¬ 
lar we spend on wages and salaries, whthor it is a lax 
dollar or a private dollar.” 

Thai’s not going to be easy, but certainly it is ossen 
tial to any fiscal policy.

Q. — Up until a few years 
ago, we seemed to have 
more of everything in this 
country than wo could nse. 
Now suddenly we have ail 
kinds of shortages. Don't 
yo>u think it’s just a case 
of a lot of big corporations 
hoarding things and crea¬ 
ting shortages so tliey can 
raise prices? 

A. — We have just come 
Ihroiugh a period when 
many corporations were ac- 
oumi’Jilating materials that 
they use in greater tha.n 
normal quantitif s. The rea¬ 
son for this was that they 
were- having difficailty get¬ 
ting materials and were try¬ 
ing to ensure themselves 
sufficient supplies to keep 
their production moving. The 
effect of their extra Inlying 
was probably to accentuate 
shortages and to raise 
prices. 

But that was a short-term 
factor and was resiolt rath¬ 
er than the reason for the 
basic shortages we have. 
The reasons for these short¬ 
ages are complex. A number 
of shortages are diue to 
government policies that 
have discouraged the search 
for new supplies or have 
made the building of new 
production facilities a n - 
profitable. The world has a 
limited supply of certain 
materials and some, like oil. 
are being .used iv;.p. The 
world demand for food and 
supplies has been growing 
at a rapid rate. Since the 
end of World 'War II, living 
standards in the whole con¬ 
tinent of Europe and in 
Japan have come up close to 
our own, and the consump¬ 
tion of materials in those 
areas has ex,panded tiemen- 
dously. Thit; greatly expand¬ 
ed- world-wide use of ma¬ 
terials is changing the i.n- 
vestment climate for com¬ 
panies producing basic ma¬ 
terials. When their materials 
were in excess supply, they 
had trouble getting good 
prices; now they can easily 
get good prices for their pro¬ 
ducts even wihen business is 
poor. Companies producing 
our ba.sic materials aro like¬ 
ly to bo more profitable in 
the future than they have in 
the past. 

Q. — I have been trying 
to study in-vesting, and I 
fo^ind my library has ma¬ 
terial published by Standard 
and Poor’s Corporation that 
gives detailed information 
on hi”,.ndreds of companie.s. 
Are there other sc.urces of 
information like that? 

A. — Your library has the 
biggest service that is avail¬ 
able. Moody’s is another 
service which has informa¬ 
tion on individual corpora¬ 
tions. The Value Line Serv¬ 
ice is another large .service. 
There are numerous otiier 
cervices, but they are small¬ 
er a.nd more specialized than 
these three. Your library 
may also have the Wall 
Street Transcript. It reprints 
brokerage firm reports on 
corporations.

According to Bank of 
America, actual hoius i n g 
starts in California during 
1974 were 125,000 new units, 
compared with 205,000 units 
in 1973. 

There has been a stead.v 
decline in lioi'.sing starts 
since May of 1974. Tlie sea¬ 
sonally adjusted ann ii a 1 
rate for December was 68,000 
units, down 23 ;per cent from 
November and down 49 per 
cent from a year earlier. 

The rate of new housing 
units is probably near bot¬ 
tom, the bank’s economics 
department said. Tiie bank 
anticipates an upturn of 
new units in the second halt 
of 1975. 

During 1974 single family 
lUnits accounted for 58 per 
cent of all new units. This 
was down only 25 per cent 
from the year earlier. How¬
